The figures ot bh tbs and, deaths rhown in this at atement 
/or the week ending the 9th July 1949 relate to 178 towns 
with an estimated population of 22,936 thousands. The 
total fiumbor of towns is 213 and their population is 25,943 
thousands. Thus 84% of the total number of towns represent, 
mg 89% of the total population is covered in this statement. 
The number of births and deaths recorded in these towns 
were 13,070 and 8,410 representing birth and death rates of 
29 ‘6 and 19 T per thousand of the population respectively. 

(A) Indian Provinces . — The data hero relnto to 169 towns 
with an estimated population of 20,806 thousands. The total 
number of towns is 189 and their population is 23,320 thou- 
sands. Thus 84% of the total number of towns representing 
88% of the total population is covered. The number of bird ha 
and deaths recorded in these towns were 12,067 and 7,870 
representing birth and death rates of 30-2 and 19 '7 per 


thoutand of the popvdation rospootively. The table at the end 
givos the position by provinces, Malogaon in Bombay was 
the only town which had a high death rato of 78-0 per 
thousand of tho population and this high death rate was 
mainly due to deaths from chollera, dysentery and dairrhoea 
and fevers. 

(B) Unions and States . — The data here relate to 19 town* 
with an estimated population of 2,130 thousands. The total 
number of towns is 24 and their population is 2,623 thou- 
sands. Thus 79% of tho total number of towns representing 
81% of tho total population is coverod. The number of births 
and deaths recorded in these twons were 1,093 and 540 
representing birth and death rates of 24-6 and 13 2 per 
thousand of population respectively.
